He born in Berlin, Germany, on

family of considerable rank in Pomera- 
nia. The childhood of Humboldt was 
not a promising one as regards either 
health or intellect.

‘bugs, and things. 

His father died suddenly in 1779 when 
Alexander was only 10 years old; thus 
‘the care of his education devolved upon 
his mother, who did her duty in the 
matter with great patience and good 
judgment.

university at Frankfort-on-the-Oder, 
where he studied finance for six months, 
and a year later became a student at 
Gottingen. His great and versatile 
powers were now developed — dur-

Every young man of nineteen would receive the 
direct’ attention of the government. Every in- 
telligent, perceptive person knows that the country 
has been and is tod careless regarding its popu- 
lation. Our instincts against autocratic interfer- 
ence with the individual are not safe guides when 
they lead to indifference. When the result is 
dangerous ignorance and dangerous tolerance, the 
instinct is not protective but destructive. 

A survey of the young manhood would deter- 
mine the material with which the nation was 
dealing. For ¢ach individwal it would mean an 
examination of physical and mental condition. A 
complete report from alienists who have come in 
touch with the situation as revealed by the appli- 
eation of the selective draft might startle indif- 
ferént people. The composition of the nation 
needs this checking up. Many of the most furious 
opponents of military service will ‘agree to that. 

Many physical defects which can be corrected 
would be revealed. Mental defects which demand 
custody or correction would be shown. The human 
saving alone would compensate for the process of 
surveying and this process would be required. 
‘The’ important buajness of finding out what the 
nation had in stock would be‘ione. The doctrine 
of laissez faire, dangerous in a great republic 
which tends towards disintegration, would be | 
abandoned. ¢

These six months, better yet twelve, would come 
out of a young man’s life without interfering with 
his prospects: If there were no by-product ad- 
vantages involved we could not consider the period 
Waste. Any one of the many benefits inherent 
in military discipline would compensate. | 

When the young manhood had been surveyed 
and the selections made the nation would have 
gathered in cantonments the soundest material 
At an impressionable, age, 
when suggestion is powerful, when ideas of re- 
sponsibility and devotion are being formed, the 
nation as a preceptor would have its material in 
hand. The great public school system has no such | 
opportunity.

Newton realized that they moved 
‘under the influence of gravity, and 
When a great comet appeared in 1682 
he and Halley followed it carefully, 
end showed that it “had come from 
the depths of outer space, wheeled 
ence around the sun, and plunged 
beck into/interstellar regions.

After this Halley spent a great deal 
of time studying comets, and com- 
puted the orbits of a score or more. 
Among the old records he found ref- 
erences to a bright comet which ap- 
peared regularly every seventy-six 
years, and had done so since the year 
11 B. Cc. He worked out the details 
of its orbit, and predicted that near 


the end of 1758 it would again be 


visible.

On Christmas day, 1758, wide Hal- 
ley had been in his grave for seven- 
teen years, observers watching the 
point in the sky where he ‘foretold it
